Liners to Be Set 
For Another War 


Washington, 
Nov. 
1.— (AP)— 


Even with the war over, the big 
new passenger liners this country 
plajis to add to its merchant fleet 
still will be built with an eye to 
any military eventuality. 


The 1936 merchant ship act re- 


quires the maritime commission to 
outline specific defense standards 
that must be incorporated in all 
vessels built with the aid of federal 
subsidies. 


These standards before the war 


related principally to speed and 
such construction features as re- 
inforcements to permit heavy gun 
mounts. 


Added to these during- the war 


were requirements for degaussing 
equipment — the anti-magnetic 
mine 
device-—quarters 
for 
gun 


crews, ammunition handling rooms 
a-nd magazines, hoists and various 
torpedo defenses.

In third place was Michigan, with 
a total of 51,241,800,000. 


The figures underline a recent 


CPA report stating that "to a 
large extent (wartime) facilities 
were crowded into the established 
manufacturing belt because of the 
haste with which production had 
to mox'e." 


Private Firms Included 


The report dealt xvith both pub- 


licly and privately financed indus- 
trial expansion during the war and 
was compiled -on the basis of the 
ownership 
and 
management of 


new ^ plant capacity. 


CPA said federal funds account- 


ed for about 18 of the 22 billion 
dollars spent on the wartime de- 
\elopment of manufacturing facil- 
ities. 


The largest part of this public 


financing was concentrated in the 
east north central states of Ohio, 
Indiana. Illinois, 
Michigan 
and 


Wisconsin. The total for the area 
was 55,131.700,000. 


Second, but far behind with a 


total of 52,842,600,000, were the 
middle Atlantic states 
of

York. New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania. 


In Illinois as in other states the 


greatest investment was in plants 
for the production of tanks, planes
